MAKING COMPOST. 


By Jack L. Baker. 


To make a compost from fresh 
stable 
manure, 
we haul 
out 
our 
manure and idle it up about four 
feet high. 
In making this pile we 
put the manure down in layers about 
a foot deep and pack it down good, 
then put on another layer and pack 
it down. 
The packing is done to 
prevent the manure from becoming 
too hot and firing. 
Most generally 
we put a good spread of acid phos­ 
phate over each layer, as this adds 
to the plant food and helps to hold 
the nitrogen, 
When pile is about 
four 
feet 
high, 
we 
cut it 
down 
straight on the sides and make it 
flat on top. 
This pix'vents rain from 
leaching it on the sides and being 
about four feet high, the rain can’t 
soak through, and this prevents loss 
in the center from leaching. 
When 
the pile has stood eight or ten days, 
we cut it down beginning at one 
side and build it up into a new pile 
in layers, packing it down as before. 
In another ten days wre repeat the 
operation again. 
By this time our 
compost is fine and black, if the 
work has been properly done. 
The 
pl'int food if contains is easily avail­ 
able and any vegetables we put it 
under will grow off quickly. 
In doing this work, there are two 
points uppermost in our minds, to ; 
keep the compost from being loach- i 
ed by heavy rains and prevent its 
getting too hot and firing. 
If it 
gets to turning white dowm in, it, 
show’s we didn’t properly pack it 
down when building the pile, and , 
we do the work over immediately 
into a new pile.

In tile early days of the 
open range Old Man Maverick had 
more cattle than all the other settler 
together; so they all agreed to brand 
their cattle and leave his unbranded. 
The unbranded calf thus became a 
maverick and was safe as long as 
the original honest pioneers controlled 
the range.

A writer in the current issue of 
La F ollette’a Magazine says: 
“Since the deflation follow ing the 
war, we have had 
uch large sur­ 
pluses that prices for most of our 
leading 
farm 
products 
have 
been 
much below' the cost of production. 
As a result, farm ers, especially those 
dependent on cotton, corn, wheat, 
oats, hay and beef cattle for their 
income have had about the hardest 
tim e ever known in this country. 
It is only natural that under such 
conditions there should have been 
u rgen t demand for governm ental aid 
to agriculture. 
Dr. 
Spillman con­ 
tend- such aid is justified by the pro­ 
tective tariff given the m anufacturing 
industries, 
by 
legislation 
favoring 
banking and creditors, by the guar­ 
antee of profits tc the railroads, by 
th”- exemption 
of 
organized 
labor 
from the anti-trust laws and by the 
protection of labor with immigration 
laws.” 
In other words, having high-jacked 
the fanner* to a fore-you-w ell, Dr. 
Spillman and others of his school of 
thinking wTould put a black-jack in 
the hands of the farm er and tell 
him to get ud and go rob some body 
h im self! 
W ith the cost of living still uncom­ 
fortably high, a rational explanation 
of the surplus th a t is w orrying many 
people is th at ii is due not to over­ 
production hut to under consumption. 
The rem edy lies not in some wild­ 
er od so ic Ii ti scheme for having the 
governm ent m erchandise the surplus 
but in relieving the farm er of inc 
very evils th a t tiro pleaded 
as a 


justification for governm ent aid to 
him. 
The farm er should be relieved from 
the burden imposed by the tariff and 
be permitted to buy in the open mar­ 
kets of the wor! I. 
This is Dem ocratic; when did any 
other course have the sanction of 
Democracy? 
He should be allowed to share on 
term s of equality in any extension 
of the governm ent’s credit to private 
business and not be forced, as now’, 
to be content with the few crumbs 
that dribble to him at second and 
third hand from the favored few w’ho 
arc allowed to grow rich and op­ 
ulent by farm ing out the govern­ 
m ent’s credit for their private gain. 
Let Andrew Jackson be called to 
witness that this too is Democratic. 
To plead any other course is not. 
The farm er should be secured in

surate w’ith the price he pays for the 
service, and he should not be taxed 
to re-imburse the railroad companies 
for the extravagance and incompe­ 
tency of their m anagement.

Mrs. 
Wurzbach and their tw o daughters 
are making more money from 400 
hens than the average cotton farmer 
and his w ife and six children. 
I sat down to a meal in the home 
of Henry Whrzbach, another co-op­ 
erative farmer, that only needed a 
printed menu to be called a banquet. 
Milk is the money crop here, and he 
is building a milk house and tarn to 
meet the highest dairy standards, and 
g ets the premium price for certified 
milk. 
Purebred hogs and chickens 
were there to round out a profitable 
farm ing program. 
His daughters are 
leaders 
in 
the 
San 
Bernardino 
wom en’s club, and are helping to de­ 
velop canning, gardening, and poultry 


raising in this and adjoining com­ 
munities. 
These are but two exam ples of the 
kind of farm fam ilies that are enjoy­ 
ing life and making money by m ix­ 
ing brains with labor in the C liff 
community. 
They m odestly suggest­ 
ed that I go with them to visit some 
of the best farmers. 
As this was 
not possible the farm ers met u sfr t 
the Maverick school and gave me 
further insight into the reason for 
the 
prosperity 
of the 
comm unity. 
The school is the community center. 
Mrs. J. E. 
Page is a Real Rural 
teacher, and Miss Beatrice Hill, her 
assistant, -ays that her ambition is 
to be just such a teacher as her 
principal is.

The county agent can send

application that it collects and runs 
from the leaves. 
The same material may be dusted 
on the plants, preferably while the 
dew is on to make it adhere.

dusting or spraying, calcium arsenate 
may be used in the same poportions 
as the lead arsenate.
